TO THE YELLOWHEAD BY END 
OF YEAR 


“It is our intention to reach the 
Yellowhead Pass by the end of next 
year,'’ said President Mackenzie, ol 
the O.N.R., who arrives in the city 
Monday in answer to the inquiry ol 
the Bulletin, with reference to the 
work on the main line west of Kda- 
monton. 

“There is not a word of truth in 
it,’ said Mr. Mackenzie, on Monday, 
when questioned with reference to the 
report emanating from Winnipeg, that 
construction work on the main line 
of the Canadian Northern west from 
St. Albert had been stopped. by an 
order. of the railway commission. 

President Mackenzie is returning 
east to Toronto from British Colum- 
bia, where he has been making arran- 
gements for the pushing forward of 
construction work in the coast pro- 
vince. Far from the building, of the 
main line west of Edmonton, Mr. 
Mackenzie stated that he hoped to see 
the road completed to the Yellow- 
head Pass by next year. By the end 
of three years the Rockies would be 
penetrated by tho finished line.—Bul- 
letin.
